PHOBLEMS AHEAD 
Surely everyone cnn sense the Idealism or 
[hose po3[-war planners typified by Vice' 
President Wniince wlio arc thinking out loud 
liow the four frcctloms can be made world, 
wide atlcc we clctcal tlic uxls. 

The trouble la. Mr. Wallace and others seem 
to be ovcrlookinR Kome very practical difll- 
ciiltles which arc as deep-rooted aa human 
nature and the principles or democracy. 

It Is not easy to determine from the i 
tractive archilcct-i' drawhiRs whether the 
planners expect their bencriclarics to wel- 
come a ready-made suit ot post-war rchablU 
tntion. Of course we could try to hand the 
rest of the world what we think It ought to 
like, take It or leave it. Presumably, Mr. Wal- 
lace, believing In democracy, docs not have 
thnl--aiternntlvo in mind. 

Consider .the Interne factional differences 
among Frenchmen. We and the British arc 
frcclnB north Africa from axis military doml' 
nation, preparatory' to liberating mctropoll' 
tan France. 

One. would suppose that the French could 
forget tlieir Ideological differences long 
enough to help drive out the Germans- 
thoy can't, or won't. They quarrel among 
themselves, with us, with the British, at a 
lime when the only fight should be against 
Germans and Italians. 

The same Is true in Yugoslavia, where 
spontaneous native guerilla opposition to the 
nazis Is forced to battle against a" Soviet' 
Inspired antl-Oerman movement, the Par- 
tLsaiis, although by cooperation these two 
forces might well prove strong enough to 
create an elfectlve second front. 

When'wc get around to applying the four 
freedoms to France and to Yugo-slavia, with 
whom arc wc going to deal? 

In Yugoslavia do wc purpose to deal with 
General Mlkhailovitch, whose adherents ap- 
parently arc a minority, or with the Soviet- 
sponsored Portlsans? If we select Mlkhailo- 
vitch, with whom presently we are In accord, 
how shall we lustily that with democratic 
principles— and what' Is going to be Russia's 
reaction? 

Specifically we must make up our minds 
whether we are going to help the world as 
good neighbors or wlicUier wc purpose to 
clean house for the liberated nations and 
take over control of Ihdr economic and pollt. 
leal economies for reconstruction purposes? 

But until we decide that, wc cannot plan 
Inlclllgcntly. 

How can we expect to perfect a world-wide 
/peace based upon Vice President Wallocc's 
[typo oC Idealism, when this very same brand 
of idealism has failed to,work out on a much 
smaller scale right here in our own country? 

Or are wc supposed lo think that every- 
thing's hunky-dory; that the current brand 
of American Idealism is the one and only 
pattern for a world democracy?
